Iowa State could have 
stayed in the running by sweep- 
ing a 3-game series from the 
Cowpokes. But Oklahoma State’s 
veteran ball club took a split in 
a doubleheader and the third 
game was rained out. 

Coach Toby Greene, college 
baseball’s Coach-of-the-Year in 
1959, thus moves into a strong 
position to do what only 1 other 
school has been able to accom- 
plish — win the national cham- 
pionship 2 consecutive years.

“What 
I’m against is a professional team signing boys 
for small bonuses ($3,000-$4,000) and taking

“Chances are, those boys won’t make the 
majors. Even if they come back to school, they 
are only enrolled about a semester a year. Then 
there’s the possibility they will get married 
in the meantime and have a family. When they 
have to put food on the table, they’ have to 
go to work. And then, they will likely drop 
out of school altogether to work full-time. 
They’ve lost their chance for an education, and 
without that degree, they may find the going 
rough after their baseball days are over. 

“Now, if the boy offered the small bonus 
would pass it up until after he has completed 
his college work he would be better off. We 
could use ball players like them on our col- 
lege teams. Maybe they could develop enough 
to be ready for pro ball and, of course, they 
would have their degrees.” 


Sounds like good advice, Floyd, and oh, so 
true.

KALAMAZOO, Mich — The organizational 
meeting of the proposed COLLEGIATE BASE- 
BALL WRITERS of AMERICA will be held in 
conjunction with the NCAA World Series at 
Omaha, Neb. The meeting is scheduled for 
Saturday morning, June 11th. Meeting time 
and place will be posted at tournament head- 
quarters in the Hotel Fontennelle, Omaha. 

Since a few persons have been involved in 
advance planning, the organizational meeting 
should develop from a tentative state a positive 
one. 

Some of the immediate possible functions 
which, the group can serve include: 

(1) Taking over the All-America selec- 
tions (this would seem to be the most objective 
and easiest method of selection). 

(2) Taking over responsibility of the 
World Series press box facilities each year. 

(3) Taking over the annual Charles Riley 
Writing and Photography Awards (this, too, 


would lesson the burden on the coaching 
groups). 

(4) Set up an active program to dissem- 
inate collegiate baseball Information more even- 
ly and thoroughly across the nation. 


(5) Adopt special collegiate scoring rules 
and distribute copies of the collegiate playing 
rules (so that there would be a finer system 
of scoring and playing under collegiate rules 
in the future). 

Sincere hopes are that many of the nation’s 
top collegiate writers and athletic publicity 
directors will attend ‘the first meetings in Oma- 
ha.
